that had never happened to them before in the ſpace of twen- 
ty years. We continued onr walk round the outtermoſt

nt ſights into the a Valleys that are all covered 
. with the natural Tapeſtry of Flowers and green Graſs ; for- 
this is the firſt Spring of the Year, the time thatthe dry Land 
of Africa yields moſt excellent Herbs fit for all uſes. Now 
when the 6ſt Rains do fall, I rook notice of nothing elſe 
worthy your knowledge, but of a wild Boar of a ſt 
bigneſs, a little after the Rain had wet the ground, he was 
turning it up, to ſeek for ſome dry Roots fit for food , he 
was at ſome diſtance from us, yet I could judge him to be a- 
bout five or lix foot high; a deſperate enemy if angered :

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TW have I given j@: account of the City of Tangier, 
which, might be made as beneficial to Our King, as any 
Ciry of his Dominions, if Men did but mind the Publick 
good, "as muck as they do their ſordid Intereſt. 

We continued here ſome few days, and found a kind En- 
rertainment, eſpecially from the Officers, that are moſt ob- 
liging Gentlemen. But as my Lord's bufineſs was not to 
pitch his Tents in this place, He diſpatcht C. #. towards the 
Emperour, with my ſelf, and another, as well to give notice 
of His Excellencies artival, as to procure from him a Paſport, 
in order to His Journey to Fez, We ſet forward with a Flag 
of Truce in Our Hands, and were met by 20 Horſe abou 
a Mile from the Lines, The Commander came up to Us 
firſt, and askt from us our buſineſs ; We told him by our 
Ititerpreter, that His Imperial Majeſty of Great Britaz» had 
ſent- an Embafſador to the great Emperour of Barbary his 
Mafter, a Perſon of a very eminent Quality, and of a meſt 
Illuftrious Family, ro Treat with him about the Concerns 
of both Nations. The Captain ſeemed to ſuſpedt the truth 
of what we had ſaid, and asked if we had any Letters, We 
ſhewed him ſome, but-would not part with them : at that He 
was offended, and lead us about a Mile further behind a Hill 
where we ſaw 6 Tents erected for Us, and two old Women 
miſerably deformed , with half a dozen Larcers to Gnard 
them ; There was a preat Conteſt among them at our firſt 
appearance; and 1 thought they had intended to uſe theiy 
Weapons. As ſoon as the Commander in Chief, (that was 
a little behind) was come, all was calm again, We laboured to 
know the reaſon of their conteft;and found by our Interpreter, 
thar rhey were diſputing about a Clauſe of the Law of Aa- 
hewer : both maintaining their different Opinions and Inter- 
prerations with much eagerneſs. The one was not fatisfyed

Every petty Coxcotnb would erect a 
Soveraignty in the invilible world of 6ur Fancies, and would 


feeall' Men'bowing and tendring homage to his ] adgement. 


I'l wzrrant you if thoſ© two naſty Moors tad but had a little 
more breeding , and a little more Authority, they would 
have been content to have' made a Schiſm about Trifles, and 
to have endangered Mens lives, in the maintainance of their 


.miſtakes. © This particular I could not forget, becauſe re- 
lates roour own condition at home. : 


As ſoon as the Commander, whoſe Name was Zids At- 
dala, was entred into the Tents, and that the Diſpute was 
over, We ſaw them draw aſide , ro conſult what thould be 
done with Us. The Reſolution, as we underſtoo0d,.was, thar 


- we ſhould remain in cuſtody , until one was ſent to the new 


Town; to have the Order of 1 affaletta's Lieutenant that was 
then there. Inthe mean while they entertained us withall 
Wane , and preſented to us their greateſt dainties, moil} 
Cheeſe, Butter as thick of Goats Hairs, as ous Engliſh clay 
Morter with Straw ; ſome muſty Bread , and for our deſert 
we had ſome wild Honey ; a ſad Food to our Engliſh Palats. 
Ir is like our Engliſh French Beans, but black. It grows 
upon ſtalks every where in the Country wild, I never was 
in ſuch atrouble to cat; for our interpreter adviſed us not to 
contemn the Moors: kindneſs by a refuſal. We were long 


at a ſtand, but He began by his Example; to ſhew us what We 


ſhould do : I deceived them all, for with a Cruſt of. our 
Fnglith Bread, that _] pull'd out of my Pocket, I kept my 
Teetha going. Our Lodging was an{werable to our .Djet, 
Our Bed was the cold Ground, our coveting 2 pitiful Tent 


Our Bedfellows ſinking Moors ; and thas which was work 


than all this, it rained all Night vpon us, fo that the 
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Atuſkgto's, n venomous Fly did cxcep under queCloaths, to 
ſeek a dry ſhelter, and did Ring us $0 ſome purpoſe ; I with- 


| ingrmy ſelf againin yout good company at the'Kings- Head 


at i 47h Arnbr We were afraid that our continuance 
ſhould be longer in this place; for the Moors diſpatches are 
but (low. | They obſerve the Spank grovicy in their /pre- 
ceedings with Chriſtians. : An exprelhton of Grawdrwr, thar 
well becomes this miſerable Pcople. _ About 2 a clock inthe 


- afternoon the next Day, We had a few Horſe-men came to 


us to be our guides to Salley, for that was the place unto which 
we had Order ro go. They intended to remain there all 
Night, becauſe We: could not reach e/17z:ls that evening, 
whule ic was Day ; Bat oureatnelt eatreatics prevailed upon 
them, for we pretended our buſineſs to require haft, ro oblige 
them to ſer forwards, which accordingly they did 6 in num- 
ber, about 3 a Clock in the afternoon : as it began to be 
ducky, we came in light of Arzi4s, a place ſcituate upon the 
Sea ſhore ina. plain Groundz before it there axe yet the 
Ruines of anold Haven,- upon which the main Qcean dif- 
charges the fury of its Waves. lt yields a pleaſant fight afar 
off, for the Turrets of the Wall are Painted with many cu- 
rious colours., and many Storks.do make their Neſts-ypon 
the Batttements. So that it appears to the ignorant Beholder a 
moſt pleaſant Pallace: bux We were never-lo deceived as-when 
we entred the Gates, and viewed the ext day the curioſities 
of the Town, the greateſt was $ ajlazd's Pallace, and: rhe 
Caftle of Arz44s, that hath the name of being ſtrong, The 
Pallace is towards the Sea, and like our old  Englith Houſes, 
there-is a little Court at the entrance embelliſhed with Paint- 
ed Tyles of divers colours : atthe Jeft hand, alow Gallery 
with Rails; before it about zo Foot long, and i© broad, 
where Gajland lay in State to receive the Embaſſadors of 
Forreign Princes. The good Prince was. content it ſeems 
with a mean Lodging, the apartments of his Officers were 
not better. That of his Secretaries. did look rather like a 
Swine-keepers Lodge, than a Dwelling for an — 
ate, 
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State. We-were here received- with more. kindneſs than 


Pomp. The Governour came to vilit us, and ſent us from 
his own Table:, ſuch Vituals as he himſelfdid cat : bere 
I met with ſeveral Kewegadoes, one Engliſh that had been in 
the Country, He informed us of ſeveral things. One I 
muſt not omit : Lately when Gayland's Army was routed, 
and the Chack of Angers Son kill'd, The City of Tetuen 


would not ſubmit to T affaletta's Summons, but ſeemed wil- 


ling to endure a Sicge, but by his Agents in the Town, He 
did work {o effetually upon the Inhabitants, that they open- 
ed their Gates, and yielded themſelves. This good ſucceſs 
was followed by the redncement of all the Country, which 
hath a great dependency upon the Mart Town. Taffeletta 
Places there a Governour for himſelt , and appoints one of 
the City to Rule as our Mayors and Bailiffs. This Gover- 
nour forgerful of his BenefaGtor, entertain'd ſome correſpon- 
dency with them of Argiers, which Have his Maſter cauſe ts 
ſuſpe& that he intended a Revolt. | 7 «ffalett# having learnt 
that by his Spies diſperſed in all the Cities of Barbary, and 
how he was affeted, conceal'd his intentions, and came with 


a flying Party of Horſe towards Te:#a»y, The Governour + 


hearing of his comi repares for his reception, and with 
a ſmall company x. JL. p pon a League from the Town, to 
meethis-Soveraign Prince. ' He met him at the head of his 
Army, attended by all his Great Officers : according to his 
duty, he alighted, and kiſt rhe Hem of his Garment, a Ce- 
remony that (ignifies as much as the kiſſing our Princes Hands. 
«<Muley Arſherd commands him to mount upen his Horſe ; 
which being done, He comes cloſe to him,and with his Sr 46, a 
deſperate Weapon amongſt the 1oors, He cuts off his Head, 
rakes it by the hindermoſt lock, and there commands all his 
Army to paſs by , ſhewing and ſhaking the Head now and 
then at ſuch as he ſuſpected of unconſtancy and unfaithivlnes. 
This is a {ign of kis great reſolution and conrage. The light 
of this Head did not a little terrify the reſt of his Grandes, 
wao are become wondextully faithful to his Intereſt. 
Immediately 
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Immediately after this Execution He goes to 7 et#4n, 1c- 
quaints the People with the Traitors Guilt,-; and he wanted 
not the applauſes of the fawning Moors, that are for him who 
hath the. greateſt. Power, 7 »ffalette places over the City 
anotherGovyernour, a Perſon moſt intimate with Him, be- 
caulc it was a place of great Importance : He likewiſe incurs 
his dj kan by ſorne misfortune, and ended his days ſoon 


© after his Predeceſſour, in this manger. A Gentleman ac- 


companied only by two Juſty Blacks, comes to Tecuan, and 
asks for the Goycrnour ; the People ſhew him a lictle Hill, 
where he was gone to take the Air : thither He comes with 
all ſpeed, and {alutes the Gevernour, delivering to him ſome 
Letters from the S»/ta# ; Which were received with all: cx- 
Jes of Joy. . The poor Governour not thinking that 
is death was ſo nigh at hand , He invites the Gentleman to 
his Houſe, and did not ſo much as dream of the Miſchief 
repared for him. All this while the other keeps his delign 
ecret, and being entred with the Governour into the Houle; 
and fat down upon Carpets,as the manner of that Country is; 
He diſcourſed with him about ſeveral Aﬀairs ; and at the con- 
clulion , when he ſaw his opportunity, He pulls out of his 
Pocket a Sentence of Death Signed by Taffaletta, which he 
bid the Governour read. Theſe unwelcome Lines did ſtrike 
ſuch an amazement into his Mind, that be became unmove- 
able. The othcr commanded his Blacks, that had been care+ 
ful to follow him to the Chamber door, to come in, 'and do 
their Office. | They preſently rake the Cord that they had 
prepared on purpoſe ; and without dclay, fali upon him. , The 
miſerable Governour ſeeing no remedie, begs on his knees 
the favour to be Strangled with the Shaſh about his Middle, 
That ſatisfa@tion was granted unto him. Thus he that was 
intimate with his Prince', and that did flatter himſelf in his 
Proſperity, ended his days when he leaſt ſuſpeted it The 
Gentleman goes next into thie Streets of the City with, his 
naked (1meter, and cauſes it to be Proclaimed by his At- 
D | rendants : 
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tendants : That the Prince, for juſt cauſe, had commanded 

the Governour to be put to death ;, and that he was appointed 
in his ftcad to:Rale'in that City,- and that if any wonld op- 
poſe his Receprion, thar he ſhonld appear. The Citizen: ap- 
proved the Fact, curſed the dead Governour,” and” received 
the new withal! Honour. An infallible ſign of rhe Peopftes 
great Refpect and Submiſfion to rheir Princes Jud getnenr and 
Adttions, Thar none did dare to fearch into his Proceeditigs, 
or to exatnine the Juſtice of his commands, This exprefles 
alfo his great confidence and truſt rhat he repoſes upon' his 
Peoples Obedience. To diſpoſe in ſuch an abſolute manner 
of their Lives and Fortunes; and in ſach a powerful City, to 
think ro bring to paſs fuch an unexpefted change by ſuch weak 
Agents in a'rnoment. He could never have ventured to give 


ſuch a Commiſhon;had he not been affured of the Aſoors con- 


deſcention ro his Pleaſure. I have fince-heard ar Fez, that 
there is a Cloud that hangs over this Governour of Terwan 
alſo, which may have the ſame efte& upon him, as upon the 
former. lr is certain, Taff aletta removes, deſtroys; ſtrangles, 
and baniſhes all that KeſuſpeAs in the leaſt. 


We remained one Night in Arz:l/, and the next-Day we 
Joeurneyed- through the Country called E/fas, that is to ſay, 
the Plow Land ; It reaches as far as one can diſcover from # an - 
giers agreat number of lirtle- Hills do appear, upon which, 
and in the Valleys the beſt Corn of: Africa doth grow. It was 
the cuſtom of the Meors in G ayland's time, to repair thither 
trom all parts to Plow and Sow, and every one had a cer- 
tain Portion of Land appointed for him, which he Manured, 
and'art the Harveſt he payed only-the tenth” part to the King, 
unto. Whom all rhe Land belongs. Ir is a very fruitful Soi) in 
that part, and yields a great increaſe, eſpeciilly of Wheat 
In or Journey this day, which was the -moſt pleaſant that 
we ever had. we met with ſome few Tents, and out of oe 
came forth a little dirty Rogue about 12 years old, curling 
us becauſe we were'Chiitians, He ſpoke ſo much Spaniſh, as 
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to. name us Peras Choiſh;aves, you Chriſtian Dogs. This 
Peoples dred up with 2 prejudice againſt Us, and ranght 
from their Cradle ro abhor our Religion. lt is the Divels 
policy to Keep them thus in their Jgnocance, by giving them 
m their tinder years an inveterate hatred of the: Truth, and 
s Profeffours, unto which their Reaſon raight otherwiſe in- 
cline them, whetithey attain to an age of 'dilcretion, and'un- 

We arrived that night at A/cazar, Gaylard's unhappy 
Ciry,where he was overcome, and where four of his Wives 
were taken for rhe Conqueror's uſe : lr is an ancient Ciry, 
ſuch as the moſt of that Country are , pitiful for the Build- 
ings: It hath a few Streets. chat are ſtratght as a Line ar borh 
ends, There are Gates Joining to the Houſes, 1 conceive, ta 
defend rhem from wild Beafts , forit is nor poſſible ro flict- 
ter them from Men ; the Gares that are at rhe end of eve- 
ry Street' are Ifke our good great .tarn Doors, fo 
old rhar they can {carce hang upon the Hinges, This is 
that Famous City where three Kings were kill & in a day, and 
the Arch Rebel of /reland, Stukely, created by the Pope, 
Ezri of Wexford, and Marquiſs of Lei»fter, died alſo, with 
thoſe Troops that were intended for the diſturbance of Qu, 
Elzabnh's Dominions : But here Divine Juſtice overrook 


them, and prevented their bloody Deſigns. We had the 


Governours Houſe for our Lodging ; for tt is the Cuſtom in 
all thoſe Countries to repair to the Houſe of the Chief Per- 
fon in the Place, who is prepared for your Entertainment , 
having, as all the Eaftern People, a Gueſt-Chamber or 
Room to keep Strangers dry. Every one _ has own 
Provition with him. ” There are no 'publick Houſes of En- 
rertainment, or Inns; but he that is a man of any efteem, 
is bound to receive ſtrangers. Now the Cuſtom is amongft 
the Arabs that live in Tents, That when a Stranger comes, 
and deſires to be received, he (tands at a diftance over againſt 
the Principal Tent praying to Mahomer : The Maiter when 
he ſees him, either ſends for him, or goes hiuſelf ro ern: 
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| according to the caſtom of the Ancient.Fathers, who were 


.._ a) 
him in for ab met's ſake, whether he be poor or rich, 


thus hoſpitable ro Paſſengers. 


We found here very much Civility,when our Buſineſs was 
known and divulged, many perſons; of quality flock'd to- 
gether to bid us welcome ; tor this Country deſires noching, 
more earneſtly than to entertain a good corre{pondency with 
the Engliſh, tor whom, above all Nations, - they have a par- 
ticular kindneſs and a great eſteem, becauſe their Slaves are ſo 
well treated amongſt us, and becauſe we bow not to Images, 
which they abhor. Amongſt thoſe that did vilit us while 
we were at Supper, a famous Negromancer came in to ſce 
us, and bid us be of good chear, aud that he deſired to ſhew. 
his reſpe& to us by a Dance and-Mulick. He had under his 
Arm along Inſtrument with a Wire inſtead of a String, up- 
on which he plaid moſt dexterouſly.. He had no ſooner be- 
gun, butin he an ill thap'd Rogue as black as the Devil, 
followed by a furious Goat and a Dog, theſe three began 
the Dance; the Goat and Dog ſtriking the Ground accord-- 
ing to the ſound of the Inſtrument. The Sport had been 
pleaſant, had we.not bzen ihformed by. a Stander þy.thar. 
theſe ſhapes were notrea], but that they were Devils or E-- 
vil Spirits that did thus appear at his Command. This Fan- 


cy did make us defire that the Paſtime would end a little. 


ſooner than otherwiſe we would have done. The Negro- 
mancer perceived it ;. therefore he concluded ; and all theſe 


Appearances vaniſh'd to our Eyes, the Door being then ſhut,. 


leaving ſuch a horrible; Stench as made us all riſe to ſeek 
the open Air to breath.; Which the Negromancer laboured. 
ro excuſe, telling us we had affronted his Devils, by exprel-. 
{ing a Diſlike of their Kindneſs, and_.thexefore ,vwe might. 
thank our ſelves if they had left ſuch an il] Sent to puniſh our, 
Contempt : We told him by our Interpreter, that we did 


not deſire ſach Entertainment, and that the Devils Company. 
was never grateful to us, This Accident made vs fall to our. 


Prayers, 
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(22) 
Prayers; and be more deyout than otherwiſe we ſhould have 
been : We afterwards inquired what this Fellow was ; ſome 
rold us, that his Name was Z:d: Lamed, a man highly c- 
ſteemed amongſt the Afoors becauſe of his Art in Negro- 
mancy, and his Acquaintance with Familiar Spirits, by. 
which he knows the News of all the world, and foretels ma- 
ny things tothe People which they are delirous enough -ro 
know ; fo that he is conſulted as an Oracle in all urgent oc- 
calions. There are many that ſtudy the Black Art,but this man 
was the moſt eminent. As he went from us, he let fall 
ſome threatning words, which we did not underſtand til] the 
next day, that we all fell from our Horſes and bruiſed our 
ſelves. That night we forgot not to ſay our Prayers, and 
to recommend our ſelves rs Gods Prote&tion. And afloon 
as It was day we departed towards Saley, and that night we 
came to the Mountain called {ſzbel, where one Beleiff eom- 
mands, as being his Inheritance , I ſhould be too tedious to 
write every Accident that happened to us in the way. Our 


_ next Stage was Sarſar upon the River Sboon, where one of

our Guides, a Spa»iſþ Renegado ſhewed me the Piace where 
a great Battel had been fought berwe:n Gajland and Hans 
del Hag, otherwiſe called Sembowgus ; in which he told me 
he did fight for Gay/and, and was preſent during the En- 
counter, The two Princes were at variance for their Limits, 
which cauſed them ro expoſe the Lives of their Subzecs, and | 
to give many Battels : this that was fought upon the Banks 
of the River Sb,w, was a bloudy one, and fatal to Bemobou- 
qxa's Intereſt through his own eagerhieſs ; for he being with 
his Horſe and Foot beyond the River, ventured over to charge 
the Enemy , Gayland keeping his men cloſe, expecting his 
Coming, art laft he gave ſuch a furious Onſet, that the Sen- 
70's-men gave back with much loſs ; notwithſtanding the Ge- 
nerals Courage rallies them and brings them on again ; here 
Victory was long uncertain ; ſometimes one Party flies, 
ſametimes the other ; and had it not beep for a freſh Supply 
of, Men led on by Gayland's ſecond Brother, which _ at 
that..

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that moment, he had loſt the Day ; but his Number increa(- 
ing with this unexpeRed Recruit, ard by conſequence, his 
as hearts being thereby filled with _— Courage, he had 
not much difficulty to oyercome his Enemies, who had at 
cheir Retreat wwo ſorts of Encmies 6 fight withal, Gay- 
{axd's men, who purſued with all Fury behind, and a deep 
River before ; for the Bridge over which Remobongus faved 
hiazſelf was broken down. Many were killed that day; bur 
more were drowned, in all 6t the Saint's men about: 5000 
ſtour Souldizrs. ' This Succeſs of Gay/and cauſed many of 
che Saints SubjeRs to revolr to him, and to ſet up his Banner 
in their fevera] Juriſdiajons: $0 that he became by this 
Battel a moſt powerful Prince, very dreadrul to his Neigh- 
bours. This happened in the Year 1663. 


By the way as we paſſed, we had a fight of ſeveral Spaniſh 
Garriſons upon the $Sea-{xde : Larzche, where .Gayland's 
Power received a very great check by a handful of:Spaniards, 
who made fuch 2 brisk Sally upon' them, that'they kill'd 
a good number of his Men, rook. Gaytend's Brother, and 
hang'd him up apon their Walls : A bold Aion! that ren- 
dred them odious tothe Country and to Gayland ; fo that 
he never would have any peace with them. 


The next is Mammor, a noted place in Spain z for there 


they bamiſh the maletators. As we were over againſt 


this Gariſos , our Cumpany being advanced a little before, 
there happened an Accident that (car's me more' than it hurt 
me ,' a Horſeman having ſpoken with our Guides, who told 
kim our buſineſs, and who we'were, came up to me, havii 
but one Moor with ime, and brandiiird his Lance as he ri 


tilt ar me ; L underſtood nor/bis meaning”, and- thoughthe 


had intended Miſchief, yer | was afraid t6-diſcover my Fear, 
and therefore 1 would not ptr aiyuelt: upan'spoſtire of De- 
fence nll I feit his Weapon; but was ſagpriz'd, when'in 
ſtead of a Blow with his 'Lance, which 1 expected, fecing

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him gal ing at me, he moſt dexrervuilfly turn'd the Point, - 
and laid rhe other end upon the Pommel' of 'my 'Saddle; x 
rear expreſſion of Civiliry and Kindneſs amongſt then, as 
underſtood by our Interpreter , refigning by- chat Aion, 
the Weapon.into the hands of him whom rhey treat in chat 
manner ; When I faw his Totentions were nor evil, 1.fatu- 
ted him according to our fathion: after a lictle Diſconrſe wich 
che Moor, he'went his way, and T. made upto thy Com- 
pany, = 


We came throngh the Connery of £1hatar, a Plain 
Ground, 'o named from that Tribe” that dwells there, and 
within chree days we arrived ar Sxtey : The City ſtands very 
pleaſantly, it fg divided into two parts, a River paſting in 
the middle of the Ciry, Ir is two Miles about, having a 
very ſtrong Caſtle at one end, With a ſcurvy* Harbour tor 
Ships before it, We were led dire&ly ro the Governours 
Houſe, where we met with a kind entertainment, eſpecially 
C. W. who was well knownto the Town, Here we found 
fnany Engliſh Slaves, taken in Exgliſh Bottoms. by the Py- 
rates of this place ; ſome were newly brought in. We gave 
them all the afliſtance our Parſes or Favour could afford, 
and put them in ſome hopes to bbrain their Freedom, it my 
Lord was ſo happy as to obtain a firm Peace, a joyful news 
ro thoſe poor wretches, that had left all hopes of returning 
home to their beloved Svil. _ L_ 


' Here we remained ſome days, viewing the ancient Mo- 
numents of the Town ; that is poſſeſizd by the 4rabs. And 
here we took notice of the miſerable condition of the Barla- 
rians, There are a great number of them in- the Country - 
round about, diſperſed up and down. The Araians are 
their Lords, having Power of Lite and Death over them. 
Exch Arab hath his particular Servants that he ſends to Till 
his Ground, and from him requires ſo much Tribrt: either 


in Corn or Money every year, Som:times he rides about 
| to 
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| 10 view: his Territories, and then his Tenants are bound to 


provide him with: all necefſaries : Beſides,” he takes from 
them what he pleaſes,. and Sells them and their Family, and 
diſpoſes the poor Brabbers as he liſts. For as the Arabians 
areentred into the Country by way of Conqueſt, they ac- 
cordingly behave themſelves there as Conquerors, treating 
the Inhabirants as Slaves and Captives. But at the death of 
the laſt King, they freed themſelves from the Arabian Ty- 
ranny, - and under the Condutt of ſeveral Princes did ſubdue 
the Arabians themſelves. G ajland, Bembongqua, and ſeveral 
others, had many ſucceſstu] Barrles with the Arabs, their 
Maſters, for near Twenty years, and becauſe of ſome Diyi- 
fions amongſt them, and that their Lawful Prince was flain, 
they could not recover their former Eſtate, until T affalerta's 
late ViRories over the Barbarians,  Gay/aM, and the reſt. 
When the Governour of this place was acquainted with Our 
bulineſs, He freely gave us a Paſs through his Government 

for he commands much of the Country round abour almo 

as far as Fez ; unto which City, We. ſet forward next 
through a Tribe of the Arabs, called Mowkzar ; and by the 
way we deſired to know the meaning of ſeveral Pillars and 
Monuments; Our Guards told us, that they were ſet up by the 
Army of the Arabian: that came from the Eaſt, whenthey 
over ran this Country, in memory of ſome. lignal Battles 
given in thoſe places againſt the Inhabitants , for as amongſt 


the /ſraclites they give Names to ſeveral places, according to 
the accidents that happen'there. We thus paſt without any 


moleſtation, being ſometimes obliged to ſhew our Paſport 
to the Chiet Men. As we were come about 1© Leagues on 
this ſide of Fez; We paſt through \ delicate Champaign 
Ground, over fruitful for ſuch lazy Inhabitants as the' Moors. 
In a pleaſant Valley about 2 Leagues further, We paſſed by 
above a thouſand Tents, diſtinguilkt by their ſeveral Fami- 
l:es, which were ſeparated at ſome convenient diſtance, round 
about many thouſand head of Cartle were a feeding. Now 
theſe that live in Tems are the Arabs, the People that ne 
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from him , {ince. they have. over-ipread all: rhis Country : 
and as their manner is, they live in, Tents, and as the Noneaees 
remove frym place: to. place-wich all theic Subſtance. They 
F e Wingo i rerdl gre Tribes, a6the Chidern 
of, {ras}, whole Brethren they: aFe : tos they ats ihe Ser, 
cens, Aagaren:, 'or Hhmaelites, or the Poſterity of 1hwaet, 
the Son of Abraham. Their manner of liviag may be a very 
good Commentary to ſeyeral Paſſages of the Old Teſtament. 
he chief Tribes are named He/dauquelis, Vledeſees, Spenct,

Theſe are divided int9 Families,  Governed. by the .frſt 
born, who hath a jurisdition over the ſeyexal Members. 
They. have all a dependency upon, him, and recciyed frog 
him their livelihood, He js their Captain in War, their Fa- 
ther in Peace, their Judge when any difference ariſes in his 
Precinft, Thercfore, all their Tents do keep cloſe to him; 
His Tent js planzed Weſterly,  beis DISgEr and handſomer 
than thereſt ;. then the othersat ja on both Hands, as 
a half Moon, , open towards Sora, aſwel that they might 
flute the Riſing Sun, for whom they have a grear Reverence, 
as that they might look towards Mecha, the place of 1Mahbo- 
wer's Birth, for which alſo they have a particutar Devotion.

Only ſome 
Petty Lords of the Craggy Mountains do relift his Power, 
Againſt theſe he is now marched with his Army, and as we 
hear, hath reduced- ſome to Obedience, having execiited 
great Numbers of them in a'cruet manner, to terrihe the reſt. 
"Theſe are Barbars, the ancient Inhabirants of that C ountry, 
who have been forced to ſubmit to the yoke of the Arabians ; 
yet in theſe latter days they were become'Maſters over thein, 
and did uſe them very hardly when their laſt Emperour was 
kill'd , for then they fell into Diviſions. Alcaide /ſſa, a 
great nan atnongſt them, commanded the chief ot their 

ribes : Next was Z:di Douckag, with Zid: Benmbedi, All 
'three had under them Sheirs, Governors of Tribes , that 
they had ingaged in their Parties ; but when they fell our a- 
mongſt themſelves, Bembouqua' that commanded the great ' 
Country called Hel;ſhbel and Fez,, where the Barbariazs do 
live, took the advantage, and made War upon the Arabrens, 
and reduced them to Obedience, uſing them in the ſame 
manner as they did before his People, as ſo many Slaves , 
which made them put themſelves more willingly under one 
Head, that by his means they might free themſelves from 
the Barbarian Bondage. The, Cale here is much like that of 
the Children of 1ſr-e'z by Foſhna's means they conquered 
Canann, and did domineer over the Inhabitants , but thoſe 
of the Sea-Coaft could not be driven out : when therefore 
they ſaw an opportunity, they did revenge themſelves upon

-and after him David,then they returned to their formerCom- 
- mand oyer thelahabitants&ctheCommry round. Thus is it with 
their Brethren the Arabs , they. conquered all this Country, 
.and made the Inhabitants bear the Yoke ; bur ſometimes 
thoſe that live in ſtrong Places aud high Mountains, do revolt ' 
from them, and give them no little diſturbaixe , as. 
have done in theſe late years under ſeveral great Command- 
ers A memorable Battel was given about Sz/ex between 
them, where ten or - twelve thowland Arabiazs were: killed, 
and their Families and Cattel taken by Bembaugue at the Ri- 
ver #idlobar. 
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Now theſe Arabians do never mingle themſelves with the 
Brabbers, thinking themſelves an Generation of mcu.; 
neither doth one Tribe mix with another : they obſerve in 
that the Law of Moſes. At the Diviliqu of the Land, they 
had for every Tribe a parcel of Ground appointed, in which 
they live up and down 1n their Tents, never going with rheir 
Carrel out of their own Limits, unleſs. ſome urgent occaſion - 
calls them ; as when they fight : Then all the Tribes join, 
and form an Army : over which they ele a General.. Now 
every Tribe keeps a Record of all the Members or Perſons 
that do belong unto it, and therefore every one is able to give 
an account of his Anceſtor, All the Royal Blood pretends 
to be come from Haly, Mahomer's Sonin Law. The Ara- 
bians acknowledge none other for Prince, but hethat is be- 
lieved to be thus deſcended. T aff alc:ta-or Muley Arſheid 1s 
ſo, his Anceſtors have long commanded in the Kingdom of 
T aff aler, being entred there with the Conqueſt of that Coun- 
ry. 
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In our Journey to Fez, we met with many thouſand 4- 
rabs removing with their Subſtance from. place to place, and 
they were the Tribes of Viaidezin Dama Saubba, amongit 
whom we lodged one night , and were invited by one ot the 
Sheirs to Supper; We had a Table ſpread with all the Va- 
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riety of that Country, and very good Water to drink, mix- 


"ed with a ſweet Stuff much like our Mead. Our Seats were 


Carpets, our Table the Ground. When we came at the 
Gate of Fez, we were commanded to light off of our 
Horſes, becauſe no Chriſtian isto ride on a Horſe in that Or 
ty. You.may expe an account of this City ; but that 

reſerve for ſome other time, when I can write to you. I think 
this Letter is long enough to weary your Patience. At our 
Arrival, we found Taffalett« gone with his Army againſt 
ſome Barbarians in the Kingdom of Sous, beyond Moroces : 
And it is reported here that he hath obtained a great Victory 
over a conliderable Number of them, and thar the reſt are 
retreated into the Mountains. We hear that he will be here 
within a few Moneths, and then we hope to have our Diſ- 
patches: Some are ſent to acquaint him with the Honour 
our King hath done him, to ſend him a Perſon (0 eminent in 
our Nation, and of that great Wiſdom. In the mean while, 
we have here a Civil entertainment, and have liberty to dt- 
vert our ſelves in hunting the Wild Boar with ſome Perſons 
of Quality in this Place, who love the Sport, but make no 
uſe of the Fleth, I have ſeen abundance of rare things in this 
City ; for it is a very ſumptuous one, becauſe of the Quar- 
ries of Marble that are here. | 


You ſee, Sir, that I have leiſurezo write a long Letter ; 
it is fatisfie your Curioſiry. I ſend it to you by one that 


- goes from hence to T angier, and there my Friend hath pro»

Some ſay that the Sun hath 
burnt the Sand of the Wilderneſs in ſome places, and that ir 
is become perfe& Gold. lr is certain, rhat in the Sandy De. 
ſarts the Blacks do gather up Gold ; This Gold is the beſt in 
the World, it is as pliable almoſt as Paper, and doth not ſo 
eaſily conſume and waſte. If ſome would advegture in the 
Land, to ſearch out the Comntry, and bring a juſt and a true 
Repert, he might diſcover many things. which our Traders 
mightimprove ro their advantage. - In the Wildernefs there 
are great 'ſtote of wild Aﬀes, Horſes, Lions, Jaccals, cc. 
- Iris wonderfal of this laſt, that ſmells a dead Carkaſe many
